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Restriction of Immigration 


Urged by Lodge. 


OUK WOEKINGHEN IN DANGER 


JUaiiy Petitions Head in tlie Senate 


Showing the Public Feeling1 in 


Behalf of Unba. 


WASHINGTON, March 10. — -In theopen- 


ing prayer Rev. Isaac Canter referred 
to the prevailing unrest and excitement 
and besought divine interposition for 
peace. 


Elkinu, Republican of West Virginia, 


made early reference to the Cuban ques- 
tion by offering a resolution directing 
the committee' on foreign relations be- 
.fore the vote was taken on the Cuban 
\ evolutions to make a report to the Ben- 
ate of all material facts on the subject; 
stating specifically whether n state of 
war now existed in Cuba, how long it 
has been in existence; how many men 
are engaged on the respective eidea; 
whether the insurgents have adopted a 
constitution and organized a govern- 
ment, and at what place the seat of 
government is carried on ; what places 
and porta are occupied by the insurgents 
and to what extent they would affect our 
relations with Spain. 


Sherman asked that the resolution go 


over under the rules until tomorrow, 
and Elkina assented. 


Call, Democrat of Florida, secured 


the adoption of a resolution calling on 
the secretary of the treasury for inform- 
ation as to the detention of vessels sup- 
posed to be carrying arms to Cuba and 
the legal authority for such a course. 


I'almer, Democrat of Illinois, offered 


a resolution which went over, declaring 
that the unlimited coinage of silver by 
the United States woU:d aubvert exist- 
ing legal and commercial values. 


Cannon, the new senator from Utah, 


made his lire I speech, sharply criticis- 
ing Secretary Hoke Smith on the lutter's 
recent response to the senate resolu- 
tions as to Indian lands. 
Camion 


charged the secretary's action ae dis- 
courteous, misleading and evasive and 
protested on behalf of the west at the 
lack of information and intelligent ac- 
tion by the secretary on matters affect- 
ing the western country. 


At 1 o'clock Lodge was recognized for 


a speech on immigration and in support 
of the resolution for additional immigra- 
tion laws. 


Senator Lodge showed that by exist- 


ing laws paupers, diseased persons, con- 
victs and contract laborers are now de- 
nied admission to the United States. 
By the lull under consideration it wafl 
proposed to make a new class of exclud- 
ed immigrants, viz., the totally ignor- 
ant. Two questions arose in connection 
with the bill ; first, as to the merits of 
this particular form of restriction; and 
secondly, as to the general policy of re- 
stricting immigration at all. It was 
found as a result of investigation that 
the illiteracy test would bear moBt heav- 
ily upon Italians, Russians, Poles, Hun- 
garians, Greeks and Adriatics, and very 
Rghtly, or not at all, upon IDngHsh- 
6 peaking emigrants, or Germans, Scan- 
dinavians and French. 


"The races- which would suffer moat 


seriously by exclusion under the pro- 
posed bill," he said, 
grants who do not 


furnish the emi- 
to thu west or 


south where immigration is needed, but 
who remain on tlie Atlantic seaboard, 
where immigrants are not no''-1?'.1, and 
where their presence is moat injurious 
and undesirable. The im'uilgranta ex- 
cluded !;y the illiteracy test 
those 


who remain for tho most part in con- 
gested masses in our great cities. They 
lurnish a large proportion of tho popu- 
lation of theelnme." 


The question of the advisability of ro- 


atriclini* inimijrraiion waa a subject, tho 
senator thought, of the greatest magni- 
tude aud the most .fur-reaching import- 
mice. 
"H," he continued, "we have any re- 


jrard for the welfare, tho wa«ca or tlie 
'standard ol life of American working- 
men, we should take immediate Bteiie to 
resist foreign immigration. Th ere is no 
diuiger ui iireeKHl, at all events, to our 
workingmen from the coming of ekilled 
mechanics or of trained and. educated 
men with a settled occupation or pur- 
Btiit, for immigrants of this class will 
never seek to lower 
the American 


standard of life arid wages. The injury 
of unrestricted immigration to Ameri- 
can wages and American standards of 
living ia eiimciently plain, and is bad 
enough, but the danger which thia im- 
migration threaten a to tho quality of 
our citizenship is far worse. 


the signal for further sharp (tueetions 
from Mr. Halo. Ho said thia statement 
needed explanation even at tliie late day 
and he referred to the conflict between 
Mr. Lodge and Mr. Sherman aa to the 
minister's statement. Mr. Sherman in- 
terrupted to say that Mr. Hale waa not 
correctly elating the circumataocea of 
the receipt of the Luiniater'B statement 
and when Mr. Mule persisted Mr. Sher- 
man added that he would not be led to a 
"wrangle." 
Mr. Morgan went on to say that the 


Spanish minister's statement had been 
drawn out by Spain's desire to delay ac- 
tion in congress.

Tlie Spanish minister, therefore, sent a 
memorandum to Secretary Olney and 
the latter sent it to the senate commit- 
tee. 
He (Morgan) bad eent to the sec- 


retary requesting authority to make pub- 
lic tbe miniater'a statement. Mr. Oluey 
answered that he had conferred with the 
Spanish minister and tho latter had no 
objection to its use. 


The statement said that tbe insurg- 


ents had no fixed place of organization, 
being driven from place to place. Tbe 
senator asked what permanent place our 
continental congress held during tbe 
revolution: It waa driven about, and 
when the British burned Washington in 
1814 the members of our congress were 
refugees in Virginia, and yet this Span- 
ish minister raised the point that strug- 
gling people must h<we ft permanent 
capital. As a matter of fact the sen- 
ator insisted, the insurgents had a cap- 
ital, as shown by reports from news- 
paper correspondents. 


Mr. Hale interrupted to ask if Mr, 


Morgan really credited tlie jierigrination 
of the correspondents who claimed to 
liave located this nebulous insurgent 
capital. 


"I supposed," responded Mr. Morgan 


warmly, "that I was to address thu eon-. 
ate, but I find I am here as a sort of a 
child in a kindergarten to submit to the 
questioning of tbo senator from Maine 
[Hale)." 
"It is not my fault," proceeded 5Ir. 


Hale, "that tbe senator is put in thu 
position of a school child in kinder- 
garten." 
Here Mr. Morgan appealed to tbo 


chair and declared that if Mr. Hale con- 
tinued his interruptions he (Mr. Mor-

Mr. Chandler added to what Mr.

Mr. Sherman rose to state he was

"Mr. Hale of Maino here precipitated a 


controversy by saying that senators 
were familiar with tho methods em- 
ployed in getting up petitions. He did 
not know whether it waa the case in this 
matter, but ho presumed they were all 
on printed heads sent out from one 


Mr. Morgan passed the petitions to 


Mr. Hale and aeked the latter to exam- 
ine them and eee if any fraud had been 
committed. 
"Does my colleague (Hale) know of a

WASHINGTON, March 10.—Tula waa 


suspension day in the house and several 
bills were passed. The house decided, 
at tho request of Mr. Hitt, chairman of 
tbe committee on foreign affairs, to con- 
sider the resolutions censuring Ambas- 
sador liavard on Wednesday. 


A bill' wan passed granting to the 


Chicago, Hurliugton and Quincy Kail- 
road Company right of way through the 
Sacramento and Fox Indian reservation. 


Hills were passed granting to the First 


National bank of Sprague, Washington, 
tho right to change its location to Spo- 
kane, Washington and to increase thu 
rank and pay of the judge advocate of 
tbe navy when appointed from the navy. 


The rules were then suspended on 


motion of Flynn of Oklahoma, and a 
resolution was adopted for the immedi- 
ate consideration of the Oklahoma home' 
stead bill. Tho bill provided that all 
actual and bonallde settlers in tho pub- 
lic lands in Oklahoma should acquire 
patent after five years residence, upon 
payment ol the customary fees, without 
the payment of tbe price per acre re- 
quired by existing laws. Tim Baerutary 
of tho interim reported adversely against 
tbe bill and stated that if settlers were 
relieved from thfl payment ot tbe pur- 
chase price, tbe loss to the United States 
would exceed $15,000,000. Tlie govern- 
ment paid or agreed to pay the Indians, 
according to Commissioner Lamoreaus'a 
report, $18,000,000. 
Uoth Flynn and 


McUae of Arkansas advocated the pas- 
gage-of thu bill. 
. Oulberaon, Democrat of Texas, offered 
tbe following amendment: 


That tbo public lands of the United 


States are hereby suspended until fur- 
ther legislation by congress in so far as 
they may affect tbe territory hitherto 
known as Grcer county, Texas. 


Tina amendment was tbe outcome of 


the decision of tbe supreme court today 
that Greer county, Texas, belonged to 
the public domain, and therefore to 
Oklahoma and not to Texas, and its 
designation was to prevent squatters 
from rushing into that, county and en* 
tering lands under regular land laws to 
the injury of bonaude residents who 
had purchased their lands on the suppo- 
sition that they belonged to tbe state of 
Texas, until congress should have an 
opportunity to consider legislation to 
meet tbe unexpected consideration re- 
sulting from thia decision. Flynn, real- 
izing the urgency of the case, accepter 
the amend men c. The bill was then 
pasaed without division.

AGAINST THE RAILROADS. 


Their Franchises Subject to Taxa- 


tion by the State. 


WASHINGTON, March 'lO.— Chief Jus- 


tice Fuller of the United States su- 
preme court today handed down a de- 
cision in the cases of the People of Cali- 
fornia against the Central Pacific and 
Southern Pacific Railway Companiea, 
involving the right of the state to tax 
the franchises of those roads. 
The 


railroad companies resisted the taxa- 
tion on the ground that their franchises 
were derived from tbe national govern- 
ment aa well as from the state authori- 
ties, and were insenarable. 


The court decided againet this view, 


holding that tbe railroad compauiesowe 
their existence as corporations to the 
state, and are subject to state laws in 
respect to taxation. 


The chief justice said that the state 


franchises had never been merged into 
the federal franchipes, and they were aa 
legitimately subject to taxation as the 
beds of other companies. 


Justice Field read a diasenting opin-

In a little time he ran into the kitchen 
and uointed the gun atone of his daugh- 
ters and threatened to kill her. She 
graeped the end of the gun and pushed 
the muzzle from her Justin time to es- 
cape death from tho shot which passed 
by her and into another room. 
While 


Viau was hunting for more shells for his 
gun the two daughters fled from the 
kitchen, the wife caat the youngest child 
out of a window and hereelf jumped out 
of the window and lied. 
She came to Fresno yesterday and 


swore ont a warrant for his arrest. Viau 
has been a h:ird drinker for a long time 
and when drinking most has often 
acted like a crazy man. Of late he has 
been drinking crude wino made recently 
by himself out of raisine, and seems to 
have become a raving maniac when 
nnder its influence. He has conceived 
a strong antipathy to his wife and 
daughters and eeo'ms determined to kill 
eome of them. If reports received are 
not misleading a terrible tragedy is 
among the probabilities unless Viau is 
put under restraint. A warrant has 
been issued for his arrest.

"The report goes that on tho night of 


the murder two boys and two girls, who 
are well known in Fresno, were in the 
alloy buck of tho McWhirter residence 
when the crime was committed and by 
whom the aDsassius ran BO closely in 
their flight that they were recognized, 
which fact has leaked out lately, hut was 
kept u secret at the time to protect the 
reputation of the girls, who, together 
with one of the boys, still reside in 
Fresno. The other boy is at present a 
student of dentistry in this city. 


"The parties accused o£ connection 


with the crime were once prominent 
professional men in Fresno,oue of whom 
still reaideB there; the other at the 
present time is a resident of San Fran- 
cisco. It is surmised by some that Dis- 
trict Attorney Snow baa been prompted 
to create a sensation lor political pur- 
poses in order to help the Republican 
party of that party out of its present 
dilemma, and there is no foundation for 
tho rumor, the accused parties being of 
Democratic faith and once orominent in 
politics of that county, and that the 
move of Snow is only to throw mud at 
the opposite party."
